| The Projects Training Course proved to be a very interesting, one. 
Although the type of work and the activities on this course were not 
quite new to us, it was still something really worthwhile that a regular 
training course was held for training our Scouters to undertake planned 
rural service work. The course really helped us, both the trainees and 
the organisers of the course, to get a wider picture of the many projects 
that can be tackled by Scouts in the way of rural service, especially when 
it is organised On a definite basis, and planned with care and attention. 
It was a sight to see the trainees doing the work with such great zeal 
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and enthusiasm in the village of Guddadahalli, adjoining the Central Scout 
Camp. With their pick-axes and shovels on their shoulders, they did 
present a picture of the real workmen going about their jobs. The 
villagers were most helpful and-worked ungrudgingly with our trainees 
so that it became possible to undertake and complete the several projects 
in the village within the short period at our disposal. We were also 
fortunate in securing the assistance and advice of several outside agencies 
in getting through this training course swiccessfully. We are ever 
grateful to all of them who came and helped us. 
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At our Headquarters too in Bangalore we have had a busy and, 
may we say, ahectic time of it? What with the preparations to be 
made in connection with the visit to us of the Secondary Education 
Eommission of the Government of India, and the arrangements for our 
participation in the Republic Day Celebrations at the Stadium, almost 
€évery other day was devoted for holding meetings and discussions to 
finalise our plans These were days when the staff at the Headquarters 
had to strain every nerve so that the arrangements for these two great 
events could be made as satisfactory as possible. 

- Speaking of the visit of the Secondary Education Commission, we 
feel greatly honoured that the Chairman and the Members of the Com- 
mission accepted to spend a little time with us. It would be most 
appropriate to record here our sincere thanks to our Vice-President, 
Mr. J. B. Mallaradhya, M.A., I.A.S., Director of Public Instruction in 
Mysore, but for whose efforts we should have had to deny ourselves the 
pleasure and privilege of meeting the Commission.

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STATE TRAINING TEAM CAMP-CONFERENCE 


A two-day conference in camp of the members of the State Training 
‘eam was held at the Central Scout Camp, Dodballapur on the 3rd _ and 
th January 1953. Twelve members of the Team were present. There 
ras a general discussion about Scouting on the first day when Mr. C, 
eshachar, Assistant [ID.C.C. and Assistant’ Ak,L. initiated the 
ro¢eedings. Mr. Seshachar madea few remarks on the present position 
f the members of the Training ‘Team as a result of the abolition of the. 
ffice of Technical Assistants and suggested that the members of the 
‘eam should hereafter regard themselves as really organisers of all Scout 
‘aining in their respective districts and as honorary helpers of the 
Yistrict Commissioners in order to keep the Scout activities in the 
istricts at a high level. He was of the opinion that the members of the 
‘raining Team should be given the honorary rank of Assistant District 
cout Commissioners, which they are now in fact as members of the 
tate Team, and that the Scout Headquarters and the District Councils 
hould help them to go round in their districts and visit the Troops and 
-acks regularly during the week-ends each month. After these obesrva- 
ons, the members of the Team were asked to give their views and 
pinions. Several members came forward with useful suggestions. It 
ras suggested by many that Scouting nowadays was generally becoming 
nore soft, that camps and hikes were not held regularly and that there 
vas in general a paucity of well-trained leaders. It was, therefore, 
ecessary-that the members of the Training Team took up the work of 
electing proper men to be trained as Scout leaders and trained them for 
coutmastership in their districts. It was also felt that refresher courses 
ould be held periodically so that Scouters may be helped to keep 
emselves fresh with latest and new ideas. Many members of the 
eam were also of the opinion that our Scout activities should include 

hemes of social service in both rural and urban areas, and that these 

ctivities should be made a compulsory part of every troop programme. 
nother valuable suggestion that was made was that Scout Displays and 
coutcraft Exhibitions should be organised in different parts of the State 
eriodically so that the public may be attracted to the Movement and 
now the real educative and cultural value of the training given to the 
oys. | 

The second day of the conference was devoted to more special 
ubjects concerned with the training of Scouters and standardisaticn of 

e scheme of training. Mr. K. Kasinath, Assistant Ak. L. opened the 
iscussion.on the second day. He suggested that the subject be 
lassified under the following heads :— 


(1) The members of the State Training Team _ should be 
fficially recognised as Assistant District Commissioners, Unless they 
ave a sttitable rank such as this, it is likely that they will not be able.to 
ommand the respect and regard of the Scouters with whom they will 
ave to work in close contact to improve the standard of Scouting ; 


(2) A regular procedure must be laid down and adopted in the 
onduct of the Training Courses for Scouters, At present there is no 
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uniformity and members of the Team in charge of the courses are likley 
to depart, therefore, from even the fundamentals of the scheme of training. 
Many may not be even aware of the fact that they must apply for 
recognition of the courses which they wish to conduct well in time tothe 
State Headquarters and receive a Certificate of Recognition before the 
course starts, as in the case of the Wood Badge courses. In the matter 
of selection of the Scouters for training, the member of the Team in 
charge of the course should be given some discretion. He should ‘also 
have the freedom to select his own assistants to conduct the training. 
After the course is finished, the member in charge of the training course 
should send an early report of the course giving all the relevant details 
to the Headquarters Commissioner for Training ; and 


(3) There should be a Training Coursey preliminary or Wood 
Badge, every year in Cubbing, Scouting and Rovering organised by the 
State Headquarters at the Central Scout Camp, Dodballapur. 


The other points that came up during the discussions were the 
following :—(i) The Central Scout Camp in Dodballapur should be 
improved in several ways so as to give it a real Scouty atmosphere, and 
more equipment and gear for all kinds of training courses and 
Scout activities should be made available there. At present very little 
of these is found at the Central Scout Camp, and the quality of the 
training courses is, therefore, likely to suffer considerably on account of 
this. (ii) There should be a uniform procedure adopted by not only the 
members of the Training Team in the conduct of the training courses, 
but also in general in all Troop and Pack training by the Scouters 
in charge in respect of the daily Flag and Prayers for the Troop and of 
the Grand Howl for the Packs throughout the State. At present 
there is no uniformity in these daily practices and no standard method 
is followed. The Team, therefore, practised these at the conference 
and suggested the procedure to be followed by all, whether on training 
courses or in actual running of the Troops and Packs. ‘These are given 
elsewhere in this issue of the magazine. 

The camp-conference of the Training Team concluded at 3 P.M. 
on the 4th January 1953. .

THE FOURTH CUB WOOD BADGE COURSE 


The Fourth Cub Wood Badge Course to be held in our State 
was conducted at the Central Scout Camp, Dodballapur from the 4th 
to the 9th January 1953. This course was originally announced to be 
conducted in Kannada for the benefit of the Scouters, especially in the 
Primary Schools, who could not follow the sessions in English, How- 
ever, when the course started it was found that, while ohly about three 
candidates were unable to follow the talks in English, the rest preferred 
to have the talks at the sessions in the English medium, because it was 
much easier for them to take notes, and there were several Scouters 
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ho could not follow the talks in Kannada. It was, therefore, found 
cessary to give all the talks in both English and Kannada for the 
nefit of the two sections of the candidates. 


The pamphlet on the “Scheme of Training” of the Bharat 
couts & Guides was followed as the basis for all the talks, the 
hternational Training Notes being used with appropriate modifications 
> suit the local conditions and circumstances. The candidates were 
ite responsive to the talks at the various sessions and kept a fairly 
igh standard of discipline and efficiency. The candidates for the course 
umbered twenty-four and were divided into four Sixes, the Blacks, 
ne Reds, the Whites and the Blues. They belonged to various age 
roups from’the youngest aged about 18 to the oldest who was about 
0 years old. Most were teachers, some in Primary Schools and others 
1 High Schools, and one an Inspector of Schools and Assistant District 
cout Commissioner. Many were Cubmasters and others Scouters 
f other ranks, including two Assistant District Commissioners. The 
andidates also represented the several Scout Districts in the State 
s follows:—Bangalore City District (2), Bangalore Moffussil (1), 
3angalore Civil Station (6), Mysore City District (2), Mysore District (1), 
flandya District (3), Shimoga District (1), Hassan District (2), Tumkur 
istrict (2), Kolar District (2), and Chitaldrug District (2). Seventeen 
f the twenty-four candidates were declared qualified to receive the Cub 
Nood Badge Part II (Practical) certificates.

THE REPORT OF THE TRAINING COURSE 


Inspired by the clarion call to the nation by our esteemed Prime 
Minister Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru to cultivate and cherish the spirit of ° 
’ the dignity of labour, and prompted by a desire to let Scouting bea 
means to develop this spirit in our young men, the State Headquarters 
of the Bharat Scouts & Guides, Mysore State, through a small 
committee consisting of Mr. P. Siva Shankar, Chief Scout Commissioner, 

Mr. A. N. Rama Rao, Deputy Chief Scout Commissioner, Mr. H. R. 
Abdul Gaffar, Beate Secretary, Dr. S. B. Kausik, Headquarters 
Commissioner for Training and Mr, C. Seshachar, Headquarters 
Commissioner for Cubbing, drew up a scheme of training «in social 
service projects to train Scouters to take up rural social service in 
different parts of the State. This scheme was arrived at asa result of 
the persona] discussions which some of the members of this committee 
had with certain foreign delegates to the International Conference of 
Social Work held recently in Madras, and also after consultations with 
some of the local agencies, both Governmental and otherwise. The 
publications of the Community Projects Administration, Planning 
Commission of the Government of India, the Pilot Projects Training 
syllabus of the Department of Agriculture, Government of Mysore, the 
Report of the Hulikere Pilot Project, and such other available literature 
on the subject were freely made use of to give shape to the scheme of the 
training course drawn up by the State Headquarters. 
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On completing the plans for the course, this First Training Cam

ie 4th to the 11th January 1953, The village Guddadahalli adjoining 
ie Central Camp was selected as a pilot project for training the Scouters 
| community welfare and rural service work. The proximity of the 
lage to the Central Scout Camp and the fact that ourfirst obligations 
ere to our Own immediate neighbours here were the two factors which 
eighed heavily in the selection of this village to serve the purpose of the 
aining course. There were 28 Scouters ffom different parts of the 
tate who cameas trainees. ‘These were divided into four Patrols, each 
nder the direct charge of a Patrol Leader and working under the overall 
upervision of an experienced Scouter-Supervisor. Before the actual 
roject was undertaken in the village, a survey of the economic condi- 
ons of the villagers was made. The four Patrols were given different 
actiors of the village for this survey and were asked to collect data 
nder different heads by going round from house to house. It is felt 
iat this survey has yielded fairly accurate and complete statistics, 
1anks to the co-operation of the villagers and the zeal of the trainees 
rho undertook this important part of the work. 


In the meantime,’ the officers in charge of the Training Course 
iscussed the many needs and requirements of the village with the elders 
nd Jeaders of the village, and definite plans were laid to start the work 
om the 5th January 1953. The four Patrols were allotted their share 
f work in effecting the improvements to the village. Shovels and 
ick-axes, and other implements were collected from the villagers, and 
1e villagers were asked to send at least one able-bodied person from 
ach house to raise a small Jand army of workers. The villagers came 
p with great enthusiasm and willingness to work at the several projects 
long with our trainees. 


The projects undertaken and completed at this village during 
1e period of the training course are :— 


1. Improving the village panchayet road from its point of deviation 
t the 12th milestone on the main Dodballapur-Devanahalli Road ; 


2. Repairing two large badly damaged culverts along the village 
oad and earth-cushioning three culverts on the same road. The road 
as in disuse for lorries and other vehicles on these damaged portions, 
nd was made fit again for heavy vehicular traffic after the broken 
ulverts were repaired ; 


_ 3, Construction of a new road to the Harijan Colony, whick has 
ow been named by the villagers as Bapujt Road: 


3, Construction of the Aswathakatte.in the centre of the village. 
“his is now named as the Nehru Jagalt ; 


“4, Improving the road from the harijan colony to the circle in 
ront of the Aswathakatte. The circle itself was greatly improved 
nd was given the name of the Gokhale Circle, where the villagers and 
ur trainees met every evening for entertainments and displays ; 


3 
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5. Cleaning up the school surroundings and constructing stone 
benches near the school premises ; and 


6. Village sanitation, which included repairing and cleaning 
the drains, and construction of soak-pits and trench Jatrines. 


In addition to the above improvements’ which involved 
physical and manual labour contributed by both the villagers and the 
trainees on the course, other activities were also undertaken 
during the period of training. These related to the cultural and social 
aspects of our activities. Village entertainments like kolatam, folk 
songs, folks dances and dramas became a regular feature for the evenings. 
Bhajanas were organised on two evenings, one on the day of the 
anniversary of Sri Thyagaraja, the great South Indian Composer and the 
other on the Vivekananda Jayanthi. The villagers came out in large 
numbers and mixed freely with out trainees on all these occasions. 
The village children, both school-going and others, were collected 
-together in the evenings for recreational team games, and these were 
later selected and put intoa Cub Pack for the village. One of our 
trainees was asked to be the Cubmaster for the Pack. The boys showed 
great enthusiasm to join the Pack and play the game of Cubbing under 
his instructions. It is now being arranged to entrust the work of the 
Pack to a young maninthe village who has completed his S:Siisty 
in first class and is now unemployed, and ask the Warden of the 
Central Scout Camp to pay periodical visits to the Pack and help in 
maintaining it in a working condition. 

It would be of interest to mention here that the following are some 
of the other activities which we would like to see done in this village :— 


1. Formation ofa village council to look after the social and 
cultural needs of the village; this is quite distinct from the village 
panchayet ; | 

9. Organising a Rover Crew in the village by bringing together 
the young men ; ‘ 

3. Establishing a night school for which many of the villagers 
have expressed their desire; and 


4, Formation of a village co-operative society. 


It is hoped that we will be able to put through the above in the 
course of the next few months. This will mean continuity of work that 
has already been initiated in the village during the present Projects 
Training Course. 


Many have helped us in running the course, and we wish to record 
here that they responded to our invitation and gave talks at sessions 
with film-shows depicting project works. We are much indebted to the 
Amildar and the Assistant Engineer of’ Dodballapur for their kind help 
and guidance given to us at alltimes, to Dr. Ralph Purcell of the

PROCEDURE FOR THE FLAG CEREMONY AND 
THE GRAND HOWL 


In order to bring about uniformity in the conduct of the Flag Cere- 
nony in the Troop and the Grand Howl inthe Pack, the procedure to 
ye followed was discussed at length by the members of the State Train- 
ng Team on Sunday, the 4th January 1953 at the Central Scout Camp, 
Yodballapur. Both of these important ceremonies were rehearsed and 
yractised by the Team after consulting the original books written by the 
7ounder and the Training Notes, and a procedure was adopted to be. 
ollowed by all Scouters of Troops and Packs and by the members of the 
Training Team in the conduct of the training courses for all Scouters in 
he State. This procedure is now published here for the information 
ind guidance of all members of the Movement so as to bring about a 
tandardised uniform method. 


In the case of the Grand Howl, the appropriate words in Kannada 
nay be used in place of the English words by the Packs which so prefer. 
Che Kannada words should be tuned to the original English wordings 
f the Grand How! andthe sametimings kept. The Training Team 
Iso practised'the Kannada version at the conference, If it is necessary 
hat the Grand Howl should be given by a number of Packs together, 
ome doing the English version and the others following the Kannada 
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words, both may be combined in the same Grand Howl, care being, 
however, taken that the English and Kannada words are tuned to the 
same timings and pitch. This may be necessary during large gatherings 
of Cubs when several Packs join together for Cub displays, etc. 


The Flag Ceremony :—1. The Troop is assembled in horse-shoe 
formation round the Flag by the Troop Leader. The Assistant Scout- 
master takes charge of the Troop and stands to the left of the line from 
the centre of the Flag Staff in the gap of the horse-shoe. 


2. The Scoutmaster arrives, when the Assistant Scoutmaster calls 
the Troop to’. ALERT ”, turns smartly to the right, salutes the Scout- 
master and resumes his former position facing the horse-shoe by turning 
left. The Scoutmaster takes his place on the right of the Assistant 
Scoutmaster and in a line with him facing the horse-shoe. 


3. The Scoutmaster conducts the prayer, the Troop standing in 
“ALERT” position. This is followed by silent personal prayers, if 
any, offered by the Scouts. Prayers before hoisting the Flag will stress— 
our first duty, © DUTY TO GOD.” 


4, Then the Scoutmaster calls the Troop Leader to hoist the Flag- 
The Troop Leader marches smartly to the Flag and unfurls it with a 
quick jerk of the halyard when the Scoutmaster orders the Troop to 
“CATUTE.” Immediately after the Flag is broken, the Scoutmaster 
orders the Troop to ‘STAND AT EASE” and the Troop Leader to 
join the horse-shoe. (In the procedure laid here it will be seen that the 
Troop Leader does not salute the Scoutmaster either before going to the 
Flag or while returning to the horse-shoe after breaking the Flag, but 
does his part smartly and in correct bearing which in themselves are 
sufficient to show that heis carrying out the orders of the Scoutmaster. 
The Troop Leader will not also salute the Flag pole before the Flag is 
hoisted, nor the Flag after it is broken by him, because the correct 
procedure is to salute the Flag only as it is hoisted or lowered, which he 
himself would not be able to do as he hoists or lowers the Flag.) 


5. After the Flag is hoisted, when the Troop is in the “ STAND 
AT EASE” position, the Scoutmaster makes announcements, if any, 
and then orders the Troop to “DISMISS”. The Scouts turn. 
smartly to their right, salute and step out of the horse-shoe’in correct 
timing.

The Grand Howl :—It is important to see that the Grand Howl is 
done as laid down inthe Wolf Cub’s Handbook without any of the 
additional trimmings to it, and that only Cubs who have been invested 
take part init. The following is the pocedure for the Grand Howl :— 


2, 
we 
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1. The Cubs are formed into a complete circle, suggesting unity of 
the Pack. This circle is the Parade Circle. 

2. The Akela (Cubmaster) or any other Old Wolf takes his place 
in the centre of the circle facing the Cub who leads in the Grand 
Howl. 

3, Atasignal given by the leading Cub, preferably by a motion of 
the hands, the Cubs go into the SQUAT” position on their toes, knees 
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wide apart, and their hands, with the index and second fingers close 
together and pointing to the ground about an inch from it, the shoulder 
held back and the head thrown back and upwards, 


: 4. On assuming the “SQUAT” position as above the Grand Howl 
begins, with the words shouted slowly as: 


F “Ah-kay-la! We-e-e-e-l] do-0-0-0-0 0-0-o-ur BEST”. On the word 

BEST, the Cubs spring to the “ALE RT,”’ with the two hands raised 
up to the level of the forehead, the index and second fingers still held 
close together, suggesting the two ears of the wolf. The Cub leading 


the Grand Howl calls at the top of his voice at the same time to 
the Pack as follows: 


ee “Dyb-dyb-dyb-dyb !” meaning “Do your Best”. At the last 
dyb” the Cubs drop their left hand smartly to the side, keeping only 
the right hand at the level of the forehead, but with the two fingers 
now separated toforma “V”, suggesting the two-fold promise of the 
Cubs, and yelling out : 


‘ 


6. “We-e-e-Il Dob-dob-dob-dob!” meaning “ We’ll Do Our Best.” 
The four “dobs” are given out in the form of barkings. As the Cubs 
bark out these words, the Akela or the Old Wolf salutes the Pack. On 
the last “dob” ail the Cubs come to “ALERT” position, when the 
Akela says “I wish the Pack GOOD HUNTING,” with which the 
Grand Howl is over.

DISABLED YOUTHS ARE ALSO SCOUTS 


Freddie Wilson, of Reno, Nevada, U.S.A., wanted, more than any- 
thing else, to be.a Boy Scout. He talked about it constantly to his 
parents, his sisters, and the children in his neighbourhood. But he was 
a cripple who spent most-of his time in bed. And Scouts are strong 
husky boys. So, it seemed Freddie’s desire all but went out. 


Yet today he is a member of one of the most unusual Boy Scout 
Troops in the world. Along with other boys who are the victims of 
crippling disease, he belongs to a Troop that is composed solely of 
nandicapped youngsters. 


This new version of Scout work sprang from the experience of a 
man who saw his,own son stricken by disease,as a child and subsequently 
deprived of the experiences of normal boyhood. This man, Walter 
Parson, after his retirement from the U.S. Government, became an 
Assistant Commissioner for Scouts and was determined to take steps to 
Srigkten the days of physically handicapped boys like his son. These 
shut-in boys were organised into a Troop, The Lone Pine Tribe No, 110. 
‘Each boy is a lone pine,” he says, living his own circumscribed life 
ind learning to stand alone.”’ A Scout pennant bearing the insignia of 
he lone pine tree hangs in the room of each member of the Troop. 
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These handicapped Boy Scouts can also win a variety of awards and 
badges. They have earned an impressive number of merit badges iu 
safety, personal health, public health, citizenship, carpentry, First Aid, 
stamp collecting, model making, etc. The boys’ physicians approve of 
their Scont membership for their patients as providing and, in several 
cases, restoring the physical and mental health of their charges. Many 
of the boys get well enough in time to live a more normal life, when 
they join another Scout Troop, one for the physically able.

DEAR GUIDERS OF MYSORE STATE, 


A new number of our Magazine is due and I have been-asked to 
send a message. First of all let me wish every one in our Mysore 
sisterhood a Happy New Year. 


1 sailed from Bombay.on December 31st. We first halted at 
Karachi for six hours. There I had the joy of meeting four of our ‘old 
girls,’ and having lunch in the home of one, a doctor. She took me over 
the hospital of which she is in charge. The eyes of all the patients 
brightened as the doctor passed, showing the love and trust they place 
in her. She has a beautiful home of her own building and planning (of 
course, in partnership with her husband), and five splendid children. 
Looking at her busy life I remembered the time when she was an 
enthusiastic Patrol Leader years ago. She was once taking partina 
First Aid scene, and had to stage a fall off her cycle and be given first 
aid by her company. Unfortunately she fell into a colony of ants! 
These tiny creatures rushed out by hundreds to protest. Next morning 
the erstwhile eager Guide could not be recognised with her sw ollen face! 


I was indeed happy to see her present a useful and many-sided life. 
I asked another old girl, alsoliving in Karachi, What have you been 
- doing since you left school?” She replied quietly, Nothing!” Her 
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narried sister then told me that their mother had been paralysed for 
some years, and that Lily had waited on her hand and foot every hour 
since with self-sacrificing care, yet she felt she had done nothing! Here . 
was the true Guide spirit. 


Before leaving for the ship I was taken to see the tombs of Mr. 
Jinnah and Mr. Liaquat Ali Khan. The road we drove along wasa 
yeautiful one leading from the sea through the town. It is to be one of 
the finest in Karachi when the trees grow up. All the roads in this part 
of Karachi are broad. I did not see a single beggar. The Police there 
are very strict, and do not allow anyone to beg, 


* At Aden wewere allowed onshore. I visited some shops and 
saw many fine things for sale from many countries. The camel carts 
were very quaint. They are as common thete as bullock carts are with 
us in India. 


We sailed up the Red Sea and came to Port Sudan. We had not 
known that we would stop here, but there was a big cargo of cotton 
waiting to be loaded, so we were there for twenty-four hours. After 
lunch some of us went out in glass-bottomed boats to see the Marine 
Gardens. It was a unique experience to see the brightly coloured fish, 
the sea plants, the coloured rocks and corals under the water. ‘The 
corals wete of all shapes and sizes, and some looked like cabbages and 
other vegetables.

It was very warm at Port Sudan, and- we were glad to get back to 
the ship, where our good Goanese stewards had a lovely tea ready for us. 


Iam sharing the cabin with Miss Hardy, who used to be the 
Principal of Bishop Cotton Girls’ School, and whom some of you know. 
We have many tastes in common, such 4s reading in bed, etc., SO “we are 
vetting on very nicely. We both want the port hole open at the same 
time, and the door shut at the same time! Sometimes when cabin 
companions do not agree over these small points, the voyage can be 
unpleasant, We have all facilities for washing, drying and: ironing 
clothes on this ship, so we take our bundles every two or three days to 
the tub and have a good wash and then we have a fine stock of nice, > 
slean clothes. A lady in the cabin opposite has four little boys, aa 9s 
fave to be changed three or four timesa day. Very often their shirts are 
sovered with oil and tar as they go al] over the ship, and then their poor 
mother has the hard task of trying to get their clothes fit to be worn 
again. Her husband helps her to do the washing— good man! 


This is not a very thrilling letter, but I thought that those of you 
who had not been ona ship might like to know how life on shipboard is, 
There ‘is a fine swimming pool, a cinema, and afine library. The 
sinema is shown on deck two or three timesa week. Wealso havea 
shurch service every Sunday and I play the hymns. 


I hope to send’something to each number of the Magazine, ff I have 
he time, and if I have not tired you with the hrst instalment. 
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I think of you all very often and hope you are having Happy 
Guiding.
